Cunningham, general traffic manag- 
er of the Canadian government mer- 
chant marine, at great length on the 
connection of his company with the 
North Atlantic and United Kingdom 
conférence, the chairman of the confer 
ence and other bodies of steamshiy 
owners and operators. 

ne fact which the chairman, A. R 
cMaster, declared to be surprising 
was brought out in the production oi 
minutes of the “Tuesday. afternoor 
rate meetings” held at Montreal to 
fix rates among the steamship com- 
panies for the: following week. The 
chairman read a telegram from the 
chairman of one of those meetings to 
the secretary of the North Atlantic 
conference at New York, protesting 
that rate reductions on cereals, forced 
upon the United States shipping board 
by the American goverenment were 
“unwarranted.” 

“Here is the American government 
forcing their shipping board to re- 
duce rates, and our government insti- 
tution, the Canadian government mer- 
chant , is combining with othe: 
lines in Canada to combat that réduc- 
tion,” the chairman said,

As far as I know 
onty one ietter has been received — by 
che Board from the Alliance this 
yead and that one was seeking infor- 
mation. Does that look as if: the 
vown is controlled by a dominating 
union with headquarters in Kdmon 
ton? 

Again, much was said of the teaci:- 
ers’ five-hour day at $1.00 an hour. I 
anow I start my work at 7 a.m. and 
am not through till 10 p.m., and am 
usuaily preparing lessons even whiie 
eating breaktast or dinner. Make it 
4 10-hour day, of the most concentrat- 
ed metnal and nervous strain a man 
van endrre. I have never worked _ so 
award lor my money as I am dong in 
.tedcliff, and I’ve worked for a doliar 
a day on the farm, too. If those vho 
shink we have such a snap turn to cine 
papers they wiitl find locs of ads. for 
eachers. Why not apply for a joh? 
No, they have no qualifications, out 
-hey can get them just the same way 
we got ours, by hard work. Perhaps 
-hey think their own job is a litue 
sas.er and requires less trounle and 
experience. Again, do they advocate 
bringing lawyers, bankers, drugyie is, 
slergy, ete., all down to their 40 cents 
an hour level. Some country \o1, are 
building up in this Southern Alberta. 
No wonder the wise ones are leaving. 

Note that the janitor was proved tc 
ve obtaining more salary than _ the 
majority of the teachers, but that he 
was efficient and belon to no uni- 
on, Therefore, though he uas the on- 
y one proved to be overpaid he inay 
stay on. Are’we to presume that the 
veachers are obviously incoinpevent 
iespite the jocular assurances of Mr. 
3ott that we are ‘jstars?”

In the legislature last Thursday W. 


G, Johnson, Labor member for Medi- 
cine Hat, introduced a resolution cail- 
ing on the Dom:nion 


vernment to 
urge the C.P. and C.N, systems to 


preceet, with the construction of the 


ranch lines in the province. 
Mr, Johnson made particular refer- 


ence to the Hanna branch line and the 
completion of other branches through 
Medicine Hat constituency. 


The resolution carried without dis- 


sent. It read as follows: 


“Whereas, there are a number of 


proposed branch lines in this province 


still uncompleted, and upon which an 


amount of grading work has been 
done: 


“And whereas at the present time 
a considerable amount of unemploy- 
ment exists in Alberta: 

“And whereas by the immediate 


commencement of work on these lines 


and the completion of same would 
place a large number of men who are 
at presen’ out. of work in a position 
to self papporting and would give 
a much needed railway service to a 
considerable number of farming dis- 


tricts; 


“Therefore be it resolved that this 
legislature instructs the government 
to impress upon the board of directors 
of the Canadian National Railways, 
and also upon the management of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, the urgent 
necessity of laying steel on completed 
grades and of resuminng peding op- 
erations on these lines o proposed 
railways and complete same.’

A very important meeting of the 
Bowell U.F.A. District Association! 
was held in the Bowell school last Sat- 
urday afternoon when Prof. Murray, 
District Agriculturalist for this «is- 
tr'et, addressed the meeting. 

Before calling upon Mr, Murray, 
however, the regular business of the 
listrict meeting was transacted, 

The first item of business introduc- 
ed, after the eading and adoption of 
he m'nutes, was by Mr. Darrah, who 
drew the attention of the meeting to 
the unsatisfactory condition whieh ex- 
‘sted at present in the district, be- 
cause of the carelessness of some far 
mers and ranchers in allowing scrub 
sires, both in rattle and horses, run at 
‘arge. «It is impossible to improve our 
herds, he said, if this practice is all- 
owed to continue unchecked, He stat- 
ed there were sufficient laws on our 
statute books now to control this mat- 
‘er, All that is required is that some 
one or some organization ‘take the 
1ecessary steps to have it stopped. 
At the present prices of beef farmers 
could not afford to have scrubs run- 
aing at large. He betieved that 75 
per cent, of the peopleswanted todo 
what is right alog this Ine, but the 
other 25 yer cent. were aparently 
quite indifferent and by their indiff- 
erence were making the good whic 
‘he majority would do, impossible. If 
this 25 per cent. would not do wha’ 
hey knew to be right and what the

_In the house of commons W, & 
*ie'ding, minister of finance, moved a

The Bill introduced in Parliament providing for a redistribution of repre- 
entation by. Provinces in (ie House of Commons, based on the census of 1921, 
4s significant of the trend of political power in Canada, not in a party sense, 
but in a broad national way and because of the effect which must inevitably 
follow in national economic policies. 

Less than twenty years ago the Canadian House of Commons consisted 
‘of 214 members, cf which 196 were elected from the five Provinces lying to the 
east of the Great Lakes, while the territory west thereof only returned 18 
members. That is to say, the voice of the West in the Federal Parliament 
‘was weak, almost insignificant. 

The next House of Commons will have a membership of 245, of which 
mumber 176 will represent the five Eastern Provinces, while the West will 
-elect 69. 

Within the short space of twenty years, therefore, a marked change has 
taken place. Owing ‘to increase in population the membership of the House 
has risen from 214 to 245, an increase of 32. Notwithstanding this fact East- 
‘ern representation has fallen from 196 to 176, a loss of twenty members. These 
20 members have been added to ithe West and in addition the whole 31 of 


additional membership, a gain for the West of 51 as against a loss for the | 


East of 20, or an actual gain for the West in yoting power in the House of 
Commons of 71.

As. illustrating the growth of the West, it is interesting to note that 
whereas in 1902 representation in the House of Commons was based on one 
member for every 22,900 people, the unit in the next House will be one mem- 
ber for every 36,283. The West's remarkable gain in representation has, 
therefore, been achieved notwilhstanding more than a fifty per cent. increase 
in the unit figure. 

Occasionally some thoughtless and impatient individual, feeling that the 
West is not receiving full justice at the hands of a Parliament having a large 
majority of Eastern representatives, advocates the secession of the West from 
Conada and the setting up of a separate Dominion. Once in a while such 
action is urged at a public meeting or convention... Such views, however, 
have never found any general acceptance, nor are they at all likely to re- 
ceive the approval of more than a handful of individuals. 

Twenty years, fifty years, a fully century, may seem a long time in the 
life of an individual, but they are as a passing moment in the life of a nation. 
Any injustices which may at present’ be suffered by the West owing to present 
economic policies in vogue in Canada are certain to be overcome with the in- 
crease of political power coming to the West following each decennial readjust- 
ment of representation in the House of Commons. Viewed in terms of a 


nation’s life, this shifting of political power is taking place with unusual | 


rapidity in Canada, and with the adoption of a new and vigorous immigration 
policy—for which the West should strive with all its might—another genera- 
tion or two will see the West on terms of equality with the East as far as {n- 
fluence in determining national policy is concerned. 

There is no need for hasty or reyolutionary action, which would be most 
ill-advised. Canada’s prestige in the world, and strength both at home and 
abroad, rests upan remaining a united confederation. - East and West derive 
advantages the one from the other; one is the complement of the other; each 
would be weaker without the other. 

The East may be making a mistake at present in not giving greater con- 
sideration to Western needs and problems. There should unquestionably be 
a greater willingness by the East to accept fair compromises in policy, but 
that is no reason for ill-considered words or action in the West. Within the 
past twenty years the West has been recognized and received consideration 
undreamed of at the beginning of the century, Our growing political power 
has enforced it. It will continue to demand and secure such‘recognition and 
consideration-to an even greater extent during the next decade.

M. A. Brown, Vice 
President,.and Seward Everett, have 
issued thé following statement: 

“The obstacles of the success of 
the association are being steadily over- 
come. If the officers of the associa- 
tion have remained silent for some 
time past it has been because we have 
been engaged in solving difficulties 
partly of this character and _ partly 
arising out of existing conditions. 

“We are making satisfactory pro 
gress in working Out the national Jand 
settlement plan which was given to 
the public in September. Listings ot 
privately owned Jand along the rail- 
ways are coming into our head office 
at Winnipeg in good yolume. Own- 
ers of several hundreds of thousands 
of acres have placed their properties 
with the association for sale on (he 
32-year payment plan, so that we can 
already offer incoming settlers a wide 
choice of- location. Thus in a few 
weeks it has been amply demonstrat 
ed that our long-term sales plan is 
“acceptable to a large number. of 
owners and more are falling into line 
every day. 

“The settlers also can be obtained, 
The sales department of the associa- 
tion already has applications from a 
large number of farmers who will 
look over the listed lands with a view 
to purchase as soon as the weather 
permits in the spring. © In addition to 
nearly 200 ~prospects thus secured, 
the association isin touch with «00 
Norwegian-American tenant farmers 
possessing stock and implements and 
with 400 American Poles possessing 
from $1,200 to $2,500 each.

The Secret of Profitable Dairying 


Cow Testing the Only Method to 
Ensure Success 

Is cow testing worth while? is the 
question asked by a pamphlet issued 
by. the Dominion Dairy and Cold Stor- 
age Branch. The pamphlet gives 
nunierous instances where the milk 
production of herds has been greatly 
increased under the system, together 
with extracts from many letters in 
answer to the question. One man in 
Ontario says he would soon stop dairy- 
ing if he did not test. Another in 
British Columbia says that testing has 
greatly increased his interest in his 
cows and has made him realize the 
importance of feeding well. A Sas- 
katchewan farmer, avows. that cow 
testing is the only method by which 
dairying can be placed on a business 
basis. An Aiberian remarks that 
testing is the only accurate way to 
find out what. each cow is doing and 
that weighing each cow’s milk every 
malking takes very little time. A 
Nova Scotian testifies that cow test- 
ing opens one’s eyes with a jerk and 
that most herds can be improved by 
better feeding. From Prince Edward 
Island comes the suggestion that a 
man who does not test Is working in 
the dark. <A Quebecer expresses the 
opinion that testing is one of the most 
important phases of dairy farming, A 
New Brunswicker thinks that cow 
testing is a great help in selecting the 
good cows, Thus we have direct 
testimony from every province that 
the system is wortlm while, in fact it 
is the secret of profitable milk pro- 
duction. .

enemies of mankind. Yellow fever, 
Smallpox and diphtheria were long 
since brought tn hand, but influenza 
[has several times swept over the land 
| unchecked, 

Until, as a result of the expert- 
Wents now being conducted, pre- 
ventive measures are devised there 
is no better method of fighting the 
disease than by observing the health 
warnings issued by the state and 
city health authorities. ‘The old tend- 
ency of treating a cold as an ailment 
of no importance has undoubtedly 
been partly responsible for the spread 
of influenza. Not even the campaigns 
during and since the war urging pre- 
cautions to prevent contagion from 
colds have inculcated sufficient care. 
Too many people expose themselves 
or others to colds without realizing 
what they are doing. 

The .work of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute has long merited the un- 
stinted praise which it has received. 
If it can help in controlling the spread 
of influenza it will perform a service 
for which millions of individuals will 
ever be grateful. 


Discoveries Made In China 


Scientists Say Finds Are of 
national Significance 


Upsala University has been interest- 
ed by the news that the Swedish pal- 
eontological expedition in China has 
made remarkable discoveries of the 
skeletons of prehistoric animals which 
will be sent to the natural history de: 
partment here for mounting and pres- 
ervalion. These finds are gharacter. 
ized as of “great significance to all in- 
ternational paleontological research.” 

Professor Anderson reports that a 
mesozoic deposit has been found 
near Shaniung containing dinosaurs, 
turtles and fishes, and a large cocene 
deposit containing reptiles and mam- 
mals. Similar remains have been 
discovered at Paoteehu, and have been 
dug out by the Swedish expert, Dr. 
Otte Zdansky. These finds will be 
shipped to Upsaia University.
